Joint Committee Will

WASHINGTON, May 3.—(f@)— 
With a roaring chorus of ayes, piling 
up a vote of 307 to 86, the house to- 
day approved the Roosevelt currency 
inflation plan and sent its parent, the 
big farm relief bill. to conference with 
prospects of a presidential signature 
by Saturday night. 

The inflation rider, which now has 
complete congressional approval, will 


allow President Roosevelt, among 
other things, to expand currency and 
credit by as much as $6,000,000,000 
in addition to altering the gold back- 
ing of the dollar by as much as 90 
per cent, | 

Senate and house conferees will 
hold their first formal meeting to- 
morrow in an effort to agree upon 
several score of differences in the 
farm relief measure. Leaders hold 
hope of obtaining quick agreement in 
order that the legislation may be 
finally approved and sent to the 
White House by Saturday. 

Roosevelt Wants Speed. 

The administration is anxious that 
it be expedited so that it can be 
placed into immediate operation for 
fhe aid of farmers, hundreds of whom 
are threatened with the loss of their 
property. 

Action came on the inflation amenid- 
ment in the house today after it 
disagreed to all senate farm_ relief 
amendments and sent them to con- 
ference. Six hours of debate on the 
proposition was completed last night. 

Representative Snell, of New York, 
the republican leader, chief opponent 
of the inflation proposition, demanded 
a separate vote on the expansion 
rider. Speaker Rainey had to con- 
sent under the rules, although it had 
been the democratic plan to force a 
single vote on the entire bill. 

Without further ado, the roll was 
ealled. Thirty republicans and four 
farmer-laborites joined 273 democrats

Philip E. Fox, former Ku Klux Klan publicity man, released on parole 
Wednesday after serving nine years for the murder of Captain William S. 


Coburn, 
Milledgeville Wednesday. 


Philip E. Fox, 
Captain W. 8. Coburn here almost 10 
years ago as a climax to a bitter in- 
ternal struggle in the Ku Klux Klan, 
Wednesday was freed on parole by 
Governor Eugene Talmadge. The 
prison commission unanimously recom- 
mended Fox’s release. 

Fox had served nine years of a life 
sentence at the state prison farm and, 
according to the prison commission, 
his record was “unexcelled by any 
prisoner who ever served;in the penal 
system of the state.” 

e former klan leader was pareled 
to Dr. Hiram W. Evans, im rerial 
wizard of the Klan. -Dr. Bvans 
promised to give him employment at 
a salary not less than $75 a month. 
Dr. Evans listed his business as that 
of a printer. 

Fox arrived in Atlanta,from Mill- 
edgeville late Wednesday. He said he 
would remain here for the present. 

“Of course, I’m glad to be a. free 
man again,” Fox said. “However, 1 
must say that I have nothing but the 
kindest regards fer the officials of 
the prison. They treated me excellent-

Stanley, member of the 
prison commission, in commenting on 
the recommendation giveh Fox ‘said 
it was the strongest ever “made by the 
commission. 

Fox, a former Dallas and St. Louis 
newspaperman, came to Atlanta with 
Dr. Evans and became chief publicity 
man for the Klan, aligning himself 
with the Evans faction of the organi- 
zation, He shot and killed Captain 
Coburn in the captain's office in the 
old Atianta Trust building in Novem- 
ber, 1923, being convicted in the Ful- 
ton superior court in March of 1924. 

In ordering the parole, Governor 
Talmadge enticd attention to Fox’s 
prison record and the recommenda- 
tions given him by Major B. H. Duna- 
way, superintendent of the prison 
farm, and the prison commission, 

Since entering the prison Fox has 
been one of its most trusted inmates. 
He assisted generally in the warden’s 
office and in addition took care of 
the flower garden in front of the in- 
stitution.

My under- 
standing is that wide duck and shoe 
manufacturing are the two major in- 
dustries carried on in the Atlanta 
penitentiary and that prison labor is 
manufacturing so much wide duck 
that their activities have become a 
real menace to the cotten manufac- 
turing industry of the south. 

As chairman of the special investi- 
gation committee I shall see to it 
that private manufacturers of wide 
cotton duck be given every opportu- 
nity to present their reasons why 
prison labor employed in the manu- 
facture of cotton duck should be cur- 
tailed. We also shall confer with San- 
ford Bates, director of the bureau of 
prisons, department of justice and 
with all others expressing a desire to 
give their views.

§. Buck, the novelist, is quitting her

“T feel just as I did before,” said

China is 
my home, and I am happy there. I’m 
sure all this will make no difference 
to me, or to my friends. 

“Nor do I harbor any resentment 
at all about the tangle or its results. 
You see I’m still a Christian, I’m a 
Christian by conviction and shall-con- 
tinue one. My status as @ missionary 
or as a lay member has nothing to do 
with that. 

“Am I still a Presbyterian? Surely 
—oh, well, I don’t think that’s very 
important. I don’t go in for creeds 
and that sort of thing so very much. 
I’m just a Christian.”

IOWA’S PLIGHT. 

The fine character for which the 
people of lowa are noted makes all 
the more regrettable the lawless 
acts committed by comparatively 
small groups of disgruntled men. 
No state in the Union is populated 
by a higher type of men and women 
than this splendid western agricul- 
tural commonwealth, and it is not 
Surprising that its good citizens

{Summary of Provisions 


Of Farm-Inflation Bill 


WASHINGTON, May 3,—(4)—If 
you are a farmer and wondering how 


the bill soon to reach the president 
is designed to put more money in 
your pocket, this summary of its ex- 
tensive provisions illustrates what- 
can be done. \As to detailed proce- 
dure and results, these depend on what 
combination the administration will 
use of the many powers given it. 

Here“is the machinery to be made 
available, as the legislation now 
stands: 

(1) Federal-owned cetton would be 
pooled to be sold on credit to growers 
in exchange for acreage reduction. 
Government keeps cotton, selling it 
later and giving profits to farmers. 

(2) Secretary Wallace authorized 
to proclaim a processing tax on 


sugar cane, sugar beets and dairy prod- 
ucts jn amount he deems necessary 
to inerease income over market levels. 

(3) Receipts of tax would either be 
paid farmer as direct benefit or by 
leasing up land, in exchange for de- 
creasing his preduction. He would 
share according to production reduc- 
tion. 

(4) Marketing «greement among 
distributors allowed so they can pay 


more to the farmer. 
(5) A compensatory tax on compet- 


ing products provided to offset price 
increases through processing tax. 

(6) Secretary Wallace permitted, 
if he desires, to proclaim a minimum 
price to be paid for farm products go- 
ing into the domestic market. 

(7) A $2,000,000,000 federal land 
bank bond issue provided, with the in- 
terest of 4 per cent to be guaranteed 
by the government, to permit refi- 
nancing through the land banks of 
farm mortgages at’ 41-2 per cent in- 
terest ; 

(8) $200,000,000 from ‘Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation authorized to let 
farmer to refloat other debts with 
creditors through a composition agree- 


ment; ~ 

(9) $50,000,000 from treasury pro- 
vided to be added to land banks’ paid- 
in surplus so they can extend loans 
and $15,000,000 to repay them for 
loss of interest, which now ranges 
around 6 r cent; 

(10) $50,000,000 from Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation authorized for loans 
to levee, irrigatation and drainage dis- 
tricts, secured by their obligations, so 
they can refund their debts at lower 


rafes; 

(11) $100.000,000 from Reeonstruc- 
tion Corporation provided for loans to 
joint stock land banks so they may 
reduce interest to 5 per cent with the 
requirement they not foreclose for two 
years,

$2,000,000,000 Federal Land bank bond 
issue, with a government guaranteed 
interest rate of 4 per cent, for loans 
to farmers through land banks at 
41-2 per cent to refinance mortgages.

ROOSEVELT IS PRAISED 
¥Y CANADIAN BANK 

MONTREAL, Canada, May 3.—(4) 
The Royal Bank of Canada in its 
monthly news letter today defends 
President Roosevelt's policy of ‘“‘con- 
trolled inflation” against its critics. 

Canada, the bank points out, has a 
tremendous interest in American com- 
mercial and financial policy since 
Canada carries on the largest propor- 
tionate volume of trade with the 
United States. 

Two adverse criticisms directed at 
Washington's departure from the gold 
standard are dealt with by the bank’s 
letter: First the charge that infla- 
tion will not be held within due 
bounds; second, that sharp monetary 
warfare between the United States 
on the one hand and Great Britain 
and other countries on ‘a sterling 
basis on the other hand may result. 

Answering the first of these crit- 
icisms the bank maintains that, “con- 
trol of the degree of inflation is with- 
in the powers of the monetary author- 
ities.” 

“It is only reasonable to suppose” 
the bank adds “that they will profit 
by the experience gained in the pre- 
vious cycle of inflation and defla- 
tion. The secret of monetary stabil- 
ity is the maintenance of. a stable 
ratio between volume of production 
/and volume of credit, but this will not 
be an acceptable ideal until the gen- 
eral price level is much closer to that 
which prevailed between 1922 and

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Propos- | 
ing a fifty-million dollar corporation 
to aid rehabilitation of. business prop- 
erties, Charles F, Palmer, of Atlanta, 
Wednesday told a round-table confer- 
ence at the convention of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce that 
“business buildings are as much going- | 
concern-industries as manufacturers.’ | 
He proposed that the corporation’ 
would receive money through the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

“This corporation,” said Mr. Palmer. 
“would make loans for self-liquidating | 
rehabilitation of business properties on | 
a non-profit basis. Properties would 


be secured by income as are the farm-! habilitation Finance Corporation, and 


er’s seed loans, with a minimum loan 
of $1,000. Each application would be 
analyzed by some group, such as the 
building planning servicé council of 
the national association of building 
Owners and managers.” 

80 Per Cent From R. F. C. 

Regarding the owner, Mr. Palmer 
proposed that “he would furnish 5 per 
cent of the needed capital, the manu- 
facturer 15 per cent and the remain- 
ing 80 per cent would be sought from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. Loans would be liquidated over a 
period of 1 to 20 years, covered by the 
magnitude of the jobs, and ability to 
pay and the useful life of the improve- 
ment. The Reconstruction Corporation 
money would be the first repaid and 
the last to go into the work.” 

Mr. Palmer explained the money ob- 
tained through the organization would 
be used to modernize business build- 
ings, which, during the last four years, 
have depreciated.

As a result, efforts have been inten- 
sified by President Roosevelt’s agri- 
cultural aids to increase outlets of 
American farm products abroad, with 

Tugwell, assistant secretary, 
now devoting most of his time to this. 

Supplementing the administration's 
general program for increasing trade 
through reciprocal tariff agreements, 
the department of agriculture has un- 
der consideration plans for attempt- 
ing to open up new markets for farm 
products. Wallace is reported to feel 
that the possibilities for exporting 
farm goods to many nations have been 
neglected in recent years, particularly 
in the orient. 

The allotment plan, which involves 
the levying of processing taxes and 
the payments from these of benefits in 
the form of leases or bounties to farm- 
ers for acreage reduction, will require 
considerable machinery to opefate.

Atlanta Pediatrician Expresses _ 
Views on “Child Health Day’ 


So interested in Child Health Day. 
celebrated week of May 1, was one of 
the foremost pediatricians in Atlanta, 
that when asked his views upon the 
sub took the time and effort to 
write the following article upon the 
subject for the Health Department of 
the Child Welfare Association. Un- 


der the cr.ption of “Infant Mortality. 


Methods for Its Prevention,” the pedi- 
atrician srs. 

“During the year 1931 there were 
born in the United States 2,084,443 
live infants. Of this number 128,645 
died before reaching the age of one 
year. In Georgia during this period, 
61,782 babies were born alive, of 
whom 4,213 died before reaching one 
year of age. 

“Approximately 240,000 children die 
annually in the United States. Three- 
quarters of the diseases and conditions 
which cause <hese deaths can be pre- 
vented or cured. One-quarter of them 


arise from ante-natal and natal pre-| 


ventable causes, and one-quarter are 
due to diseases for which specific 
therapy is available. 
Reduced Tremendously. 
“Tt is evident, therefore, that were 


all resources of medical science avail- | 


able to every child this mortality rate 
would be reduced tremendously. Such 
an ideal situation is far from reali- 
zation. Years of education of both 
laity and the medical profession must 
be carried on; the responsibility of 
government to the hafidicapped and 
dependent child must be fully assum- 
ed; that vast group of citizens who, 
though not indigent, are unable to ob- 
tain medical care at its present cost, 
must be adequately cared for, proba- 
bly by some group insurance plan. In 
the enthusiasm of various groups to 
make available proper medical care 
for every child one notes an ever- 
increasing trend toward so-salled state 
medicine. The consummation of this 
movement is inimical to the health of 
our country. The high standards of 
integrity and scientific achievement 
cannot be maintained by the medical 
profession under such conditions. It 
it believed that some happy solution 
can be found whereby.the right of 
every child to adequate medical care 
may be attained without the devas- 
tating effect of government control 
in, medicine. 

“The minimal essentials of medical 
care of the infant and young chilo 
necessarily must begin during the pre- 
natal period. Adequate prenatal care 
would tremendously lower the mortal- 
ity rate during the new-born period, a 
period which accounts for approxi- 
mately 30 per cent of the deaths dur- 
ing the first year of life. Proper 
care of the mother during this period 
assures to the infant the priceless 
gift of a well-formed, normal body and 
mind, . , 

“During early infancy close medical 
supervision i: essential in order to in- 
sure per development. Frequent 
periodic examinations will reveal dis- 
orders of nutrition and various organ- 
ic disturbances in their incipiency— 
indeed, will in most instances prevent 
such conditions. The necessity for 
additional food will be noted early: 
most of our so-called ‘colicky’ babies 
are hungry babies. 

“The importance of vitamins during 
this period should be stressed. Orange 
juice and cod liver oil in some form 
should be begun during the early 
weeks of life. The young infant needs 
the sunshine and fresh air. Usually 
at three weeks of age he can be placed 
in the sunshine. He should learn to 
sleep out-of-doors. Babies who are 
kept in the open air most of the day 
rarely develop anemia. They are less 
susceptible to colds and other infec- 
tions. 

“As science has advanced in the 
nethods of artificially feeding  in- 
fants it is natural that breast feeding 
has become less universal, and wean-

ing occurs at an earlier age. The 
tendency to artificial feedin 
early months of life is unfortunate 
unless there is some definite indica- 
tion. The old custom, however, of 
nursing the infant until 18 months or 
two years of age is equally detri- 
mental. It is advisable, as a rule to 
wean infants between seven and nine 
months of age, depending semewhat 
upon season. Cow’s milk in some form 
is the food of choice in the prepara- 
tion of formulas for infants. Care 
should be exercised in the selection of 
this food. Certified milk is the clean- 
est, most wholesome milk on the mar- 
ket today. Certain of the canned milks 
—particularly, evaporated milk—are 
excellent foods for infants. 


“The early addition of cereals and 
vegetables to infant’s diet has been 
found to produce nutrition and to re- 
duce the incidence of anemia. As a 
rule, these foods are begun from four 
to six months of age. Egg, a most 
valuable food in caloric content and 
mineral matter, may also be given at 
quite an early age. Generally, children 
at 18 months of age are on quite 
varied and well-rounded diet. 


Serum Given. 


“It is during infancy that immuniza- 
tion against certain diseases should 
be carried out. At six months of age 
toxoid, .the serum for _ preventing 
diphtheria, should be given. Two or 
three injections are administered. Two 
to three months after the last in- 
jection the Schick test is done to as- 
certain the presence of immunity. 
Should the test be positive, the serum 
must be repeated. It is wise to repeat 
the Schick test at intervals of three 
or four years. 

Potent Argument. 


“At about this same period small- 
pox vaccination should be done, One 
of the most potent arguments in favor 
of early vaccination is the relatively 
slight reaction infants show to this 
procedure, and the almost complete ab- 
scence of certain serious complications 
which may occur in older children. 
Vaccination should be repeated every 
seven years. Typhoid immunization 
should be carried out during the sec- 
ond year, preferably at 15 to 18 
months. It should be done every three 


ears. 

“As children grow older periodic 
examinations may be made less fre- 
quently: during the second year, every 
two to three months; from two to 
three years of age, every four 
months; thereafter, twice each year. 
During the third year the child should 
visit his dentist and thereafter at six 
month periods. It is so much easier 
to keep a child well than to cure a 
child after disease has set in.”

For some reason or other, East 
and West failed to double, and the 
final contract was set 2 tricks with 
the adversely-held honor-cards fairly 
evenly divided. When the score was 
being jotted down, the South player 
asked me for my opinion of the bid- 
ding and upon whom the blame rest- 
ed for the unfortunate contract. 

“Thou art the man,” I responded, 
borrowing a phrase from one of the 
prophets of old. “You bid six all by 
yourself.” 

Let us briefly analyze the bidding. 
As a matter of fact, after North had 
opened with one club, he made no 
further bids. Each of his responses 
was forced, and what South did, in 
effect, was the same as though he had 
raised the Opening one-club bid to six 
all at one time. The other bids made 
by him were mere interludes, as his 
mind apparently was firmly set on 
the Slam goal from the moment that 
North made his Opening bid. South 
made, one after another, a series of 
absolutely Forcing bids. His first re- 
sponse—that is, two spades—was an 
absolute Force to game, and North 
could not let the bidding die until 
game or its penalty equivalent was 
reached. North responded by show- 
ing a minimum’ hand. When South 
raised his club bid to three, North 
was forced to find another bid, which 
he did by “signing off” at three no- 
trump. South then reopened the bid- 
ding with his four-diamond call, which 
as it was not a game contract, com- 

elled North to bid again. His be- 
ated Raise of spades did not give 
his partner the right to assume that 
he held even adequate spade support, 
as, after all, North could have bid 
three spades over three clubs, had his 
cards warranted it. North felt re- 
lieved, with his holding from making 
another response until South produced 
the brilliant bid of five hearts, the 
suit bid by his opponents, which, of 
course, compelled North to speak 
again. True to his partnership obli- 
gations, North did speak, bidding five 
no-trump, and South now bid six 
clubs. The result of the hand I have 
mentioned.

Now on first glancing at the hand 
it would appear that I was sure of 
one heart, two clubs, one spade and 
six diamond tricks. 

That is the careless way. of looking 
at it. Should the diamonds be two- 
three the suit will break. Should they 
be four-one and the jack be single- 
ton, all. would be well. But should 
they be four-one and the jack 
guarded then the suit would not 
break. Should the guarded jack be in 
the east hand that hand could then 
lead through my jack-nine of hearts 
and nothing would be left save a 
defeated contract and pitying looks 
from a disgusted partner. 

Now here is the valuable and sim- 
ple point that the hand teaches. I 
had already’ taken one heart trick. I 
was certain of two clubs and the 
spade ace and five diamonds, if I 
lost the finesse. But the main point 
is that I must take the diamond 
finesse up to the west hand in order 
that if he did have the jack the lead 
would rest with him. If a heart lead 
came it would be up to and not 
through my jack-nine. 

Correctly played I should, on tak- 
ing the heart ace, lead a small club 
and take it with dummy’s ace. Then 
lead a small diamond from dummy 
and finesse the nine. If it lost to the 
west hand I could still make my 
contract as ] retained command of all 
suits with west the leader.

BY FLORIDA DOCTORS 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla., May 3.—(/) 
Legal sale of beer in Florida and rat- 
ification of the twenty-first amend- 
ment to the federal constitution were 
indorsed by the Florida Medical Asso- 
ciation in convention here. Jackson- 
ville was chosen as the 1934 conven- 
tion city.

Oath to British King 
Abolished by Ireland 


DUBLIN, May 3.—(UP)—The gov- 
ernment of President Eamon 
Valera today abolished the traditional 
oath of allegiance to the English 
crown. 

The historic bill, bearing the signa- 
ture of a former rebel, Governor-Gen- 
eral Domnall Ua Buachalla (Donald 
Buckley), became a law at midnight. 

The governor-general of the Irish 
Free State signs all bills in the name 
of the king—a farcical performance in 
this instance. 

President De Valera, lanky, profes- 
sional chief of the Free State; in a 
dramatic speech to the dail, declared 
that “the people have a perfect right 
to be completely free and determine 
for themselves without interference 
what form of government they shall 
have.” 

“They are entitled to work for the 
republic with all their might, but are 
not entitled to arm or dictate by 
force to the majority,” he added. This 
was seen as a warning to the republic- 
an white army not to cause trouble.

McKee Retires From Politics 
To Head Fimancial Concern 


By ROBERT ST. JOHN. 

NEW YORK, May 3.—(#)—Joseph 
V. McKee, whom anti-Tammany forces 
hoped to elect mayor in November, re- 
tired from politics today to head the 
Title Guarantee & Trust Co. 

“This step marks complete elimina- 
tion of myself from politics and gov- 
ernmental office,” his statement said. 

In Washington, where he had gone 
to deliver an address, the outspoken 
Tammany critic was asked if the re- 
tirement meant he was “disgusted 
with pdlitics.” 

“You're velling me!” he replied, 
without a trace of a smile. 

In his formal. statement accepting 
the post left vacant by the death of 
Clinton D. Burdick in one of the old- 
est and largest title insurance com- 
panies in ‘the world, McKee wrote: 

“Leadership in politics under our 
party system is hemmed in by party 
limitations. . .. I believe I can be of 
greater service to the community now 


as a disinterested citizen.” 


Ever since the reticent McKee took 
over the reins of the metropolis, upon 
the resignation of James J. Walker 
as mayor, he had been the chief hope 
of anti-Tammany forces. 

Although a democrat, he was not 
a Tammany member, coming from the 
Bronx, where Edwatd J. Flynn is 
party leader. 


During his brief tenure as acting 
mayor, he won wide acclaim. He was 
hailed on all sides by Tammany foes 
as an ideal city executive. He was 
open in his criticism of Tammany 
methods. He went: quickly to battle 
with ‘Tammany aldermen when they 
opposed phases of a drastic economy 
program he sought to put into effect. 
Tammany department heads grumbled 
when he took their limousines away 
from them, but they lost their cars 
and many other “frills” of office as 
McKee drove forward with his re- 
trenchment plan.
